Larger Cafeteria Sought

Bond Issue to Be $350,000;

An enlarged cafeteria will be 
sought for the Antioch Grade school 
at. the same time the new addition 
for the school is voted upon Dec.

Should the vote be favorable, the 
architect and engineers will be 
asked to apply for priorities in steel 
at once so that work on the building 
can start by March. . . 

In the meantime the architect will 
prepare a drawing of the new plans 
to show the people how the new ad- 
dition will appear.

Young men becoming 18 years 
old must register w'ith the Selective 
Service board within five days of 
their birthday, and failure to do so 
makes the delinquent liable to a 
penalty, it was pointed out today by 
Col. Paul G. Armstrong,.

However, if a man happens to be 
away from home at the time, it is 
not necesary for "him" to return it was 
explained. He may register at the 
nearest local board and the record 
will be sent to the local board having 
jurisdiction over ,his place of perm- 
anent residence, even though the 
latter is in another state. . After he 
registers, it is mandatory that a reg- 
istrant keep his local board informed 
of any new address or other change 
in his status, and this applies after 
he becomes 26 years of age as well 
as before. 

Col. Armstrong said that non- 
citizens of the United states here on 
a permanent basis are required to 
register at a local board within six 
months following their date of entry.

Economic Intelligence, a publication of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States, points out that 
our present program of heavy government spending 
and soaring taxes is threatening the efficient perform- 
ance and future growth of the American economy. 

It is undermining the incentive to work and take 
risks. 

It has reduced the ability and willingness of people 
to provide venture capital for new undertakings. 

It is eliminating opportunity for the individual 
ami for business. 

It causes inflation, with loss of confidence in the 
value of the dollar. 

It has led to more and more growth and central- 
ization of government powers. 

It has burdened even the low-income groups with 
a weight of taxation which, up to now, was known only 
in the days of the greatest despots. 

It is a commonplace to justify the ever-increasing 
tax burden by pointing to the need for a powerful mili- 
tary establishment and for aiding our anticommunist 
allies. That is a phony alibi. Very heavy cuts in gov- 
ernment spending— perhaps as much as $10,000,000,000 
a year — could be made without harming a sound arms 
or aid-to-Europe program in any way. This is the 
money which is being wasted on projects which are 
cither totally unnecessary, or which could be indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Today it is the "lititle man" who must bear the 
main burdens of taxation. He, and he alone, must pay 
for the bulk of any new tax increases. It remains to 
be seen whether he will continue to let the government 
waste his money by the billions — while his take-home 
pay shrinks and shrinks because of the tax collector.

The heads of a 
number of labor unions have protested that the soc- 
ialized power systems often pay less, give their work- 
ers fewer benefits, and are more likely to pursue 
unfair labor practices than private utilities. And 
when the bureaucrats got a stranglehold on one busi- 
ness, they just can't wait until they get hold of an- 
other.

Today I venture out — and almost alone, she looks 
like— and Invite a hurricane of abuses and criticism 
from the hoity-toity In the education business.

I says, I am not against education— I 
am for same — what I am about to say has to do with 
how we are going about it — maybe taking In too much 
territory, or what. Like leading a horse to water — 
you don't educate many against their will— you are 
donating your time and money. 

With the ill-manners that now prevail through- 
out the land— with our inability to recognize ability 
and elect stable individuals to high office, it be- 
hooves us to ask how-come. We are turning out 
no better — if as good — citizens via our ultra modern 
expensive methods. The management of U. S. A. 
affairs today does not come within gun-shot of the 
type of management displayed by the pioneers of the 
original 13 states. 

Free education sounds wonderful — but many 
things that are completely free are not so highly ap- 
preciated. Swimming pools, auditoriums with grand 
pianos, free lunches, free rides to school — these free 
things don't breed ruggedness and self-reliance. I am 
trying to find out why this U. S. A. bears so little re- 
semblance to our U. S, A. of 50 years ago— find out 
why the idea has crept in that Govt, should be the 
groat I AM from the nursery to the mortician — try- 
ing to find out if the teaching at the school house 
has anything to do with our growing softness.
